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Today  more  than  10,000  farmers'  cooperative  marketing 
and  purchasing  associations  are  making  vital  contribu- 
tions to  the  war  effort  and  confidently  planning  for 
expanded  cooperative  services  in  the  post-war  world. 
Managers  and  directors  of  these  associations,  however, 
cannot  afford  to  ignore  the  signposts  that  rise, 
phoenixlike,  from  the  casualities  of  former  years. 

Farmers'  cooperatives  that  have  discontinued  operations 
have  taken  this  final  step  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 
Some  have  gone  out  of  existence  because  they  had  accom- 
plished the  purpose  for  which  they  were  organized,  others 
have  been  financial  failures,  changes  in  production  or 
marketing  conditions  made  unnecessary  the  services  of 
some  cooperatives,  and  many  associations  were  parties  to 
mergers  or  consolidations  undertaken  to  improve  operating 
efficiency. 

This  bibliography  has  been  prepared  in  order  to  make 
available  information  that  may  be  used  for  constructiAre 
purposes.    It  includes  references  to  analyses  of  the 
reasons  why  some  cooperative  associations  have  ceased 
to  function.    These  analyses  may  be  of  practical  use 
not  only  to  managers  and  other  officials  directing  the 
affairs  of  associations,  but  also  to  the  men  and  women 
in  the  agricultural  colleges  and  elsewhere  yiho  are  con- 
tributing to  sound  organization  and  successful  operation 
of  farmers'  cooperative  organizations,

INTRODUCTION 


The  following  list  of  references  was  compiled  in  connection 
with  a  study  undertaken  in  the  Cooperative  Research  and  Service 
Division  to  determine  the  basic  reasons  for  discontinuance  of 
operations  by  farmers'  cooperatives.'^    The  list  is  a  selected  and 
annotated  bibliography  of  publications  in  English. 

In  the  Historical  and  Statistical  Section  of  the  Division 
there  has  been  assembled  a  collection  of  bulletins,  circulars, 
pamphlets,  and  other  documents  dealing  with  farmers'  cooperatives. 
This  collection  was  the  major  source  of  material  examined  in  the 
compilation  of  the  following  list.    In  addition  the  large  collection 
of  publications  on  cooperation  in  the  Library  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  was  consulted,  as  well  as  selected  items 
in  the  Library  of  Congress.    This  detailed  examination  of  material 
was  made  in  July  1942.    Subsequently  a  few  additional  items  were 
added.    Although  the  list  is  extensive,  there  are  undoubtedly 
other  references  on  the  subject  and  the  Division  will  be  glad  to 
receive  information  concerning  additional  items. 

In  general  the  items  are  arranged  in  historical  sequence  by 
date  of  publication,  the  date  of  the  first  edition  being  used  for 
titles  of  vri^ich  two  or  more  editions  have  been  published.    The  des- 
cription of  such  titles,  however,  is  based  on  the  latest  edition 
available  with  a  note  in  brackets  giving  the  date  of  the  first  edi- 
tion.   In  the  case  of  publications  covering  a  survey,  the  items

of  items  marked  CRSD  are  a  part  of  the  collection  of  source  material 
in  the  Historical  and  Statistical  Section,  Cooperative  Research  and 
Service  Division,  Farm  Credit  Administration,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Vi[ashington,  D,  C.    In  most  cases  no  attempt  has 
been  made  to  indicate  more  than  one  location  where  an  item  may  be 
found.
